The first 
two days are for trade and 
business visitors only, and the 
show then opens to the public 
from Friday to Sunday, 
September 5-7. 

Arcade action is the theme 
of the US Gold stand, featur¬ 
ing some of the best coin-op 
games converted for home 
computers, including titles 
such as Express Raider, 
Gauntlet and Breakthru.
